ISDH reports 10th Wabash 
County COVID-19 death 


Mayor: 140 tested at Wabash’s newly 
opened drive-thru testing site Tuesday alone

On Friday, the Indiana 
State Department of Health 
(ISDH) reported the 10th 
confirmed COVID-19 death 
in Wabash County. The 
ISDH has also reported an 
additional 69 new local pos- 
itive COVID-19 cases since 


Wednesday. 
Due to climbing local 
COVID-19 cases, May- 


or Scott Long announced 
at Monday’s Wabash City 
Council meeting that the 
Indiana State Department 
of Health (ISDH) and the 
city of Wabash have opened 
a free drive-thru clinic for 
COVID-19 testing. 

The clinic will be held from 
9 a.m. to 6 p.m. through Sat- 
urday, and also from Tues- 
day, Nov. 3 to Saturday, Nov. 
7 at 1360 Manchester Ave. 


Testing will be available to 
all members of the public re- 
gardless of symptoms. Chil- 
dren as young as 2 years of 
age can be tested with paren- 
tal consent. Indiana residents 
will not be charged for test- 
ing. Those who have private 
health insurance should bring 
that information with them. 

On Wednesday, Long said 
the site tested 140 people on 
Tuesday, the first day of test- 
ing. 

Long said the turnaround 
on these tests was between 
three and five days, but some 
are coming back within 48 to 
72 hours. Long said the re- 
sults for those tests wouldn’t 
start being added to the 
state’s dashboard until Friday 
at the earliest, “as the courier 
doesn’t pick the tests up until 
around 3 p.m. daily.” 

“I anticipate seeing in- 
creased numbers of tests for 


Wabash County beginning 
Friday and through the week- 
end, with ‘wishful’ thinking 
that positive cases won’t 
increase much,’ said Long. 
“Note the ‘wishful’ as I be- 
lieve we will see a dramatic 
increase. This is worrisome 
for me as mayor as we ap- 
proach Thanksgiving, colder 
weather, and Christmas as 
this will drive people indoors 
in larger than normal fami- 
ly gatherings. This is a bad 
combination for the virus to 
spread.” 

During the most recent up- 
date by the ISDH, Wabash 
County’s weekly score was 
downgraded from orange to 
yellow, the third-highest des- 
ignation. The latest results 
are as of 11:59 p.m. Sunday, 
Oct. 25. The county metrics 
map is updated at midnight 
Wednesdays and reflects data 
through the previous Sunday. 

Also on Monday, Long said 
he had decided to keep the 
doors of City Hall locked and 
all business will be conduct- 


ed by appointment only until 
further notice. Long said all 
city meetings will be either in 
person with social distancing 
or by Zoom meeting remote- 
ly. Long said masks will be 
mandatory to enter the build- 
ing and must remain in place 
while conducting business. 


Halloween changes 


On Tuesday, Oct. 20, Dr. 
David G. Roe, Wabash Coun- 
ty health officer, said the Wa- 
bash County Board of Health 
was now discouraging mass 
gatherings where social dis- 
tancing can not be followed.

Auction leads to historic renovations 


Indiana Landmarks, 
city, private donations 
combine to restore 
six homes

On Dec. 30, 2019, Cleo 
D. “CD” Snyder, 96, of Wa- 
bash, died in Fort Wayne. 
Over the years, he had accu- 
mulated several properties, 
many of which he rented 
out. 

In August, Schrader Real 
Estate and Auction Compa- 
ny set up signs around town 
advertising 23 of Snyder’s 
previous tracts available to 
be bid upon. These included 
19 homes and rental prop- 
erties in Wabash, one home 


in Fort Wayne and 19-plus 
acres with a home, potential 
building site and woods near 
Larwill. In total, there were 
six single-family homes, 14 
homes with 35 apartments, 
a 10-unit apartment build- 
ing and a warehouse with an 
apartment. 

“The family still lives here 
in Wabash,” said Gary Sny- 
der, Gary Bailey Auctions, 
independent auction manag- 
er for Schrader Real Estate 
and Auction Company, on 
Monday, Aug. 24, the morn- 
ing before the auction at the 
Urbana Lions Club Build- 
ing. “They decided to put 
these up for auction.” 

Snyder said they had a 
“pretty good mixture” of 
people interested in the 
properties. 

“We’ve got homeowners, 


flippers, people that already 
have rentals,” said Snyder. 

Indeed, there was a mix, as 
Indiana Landmarks acquired 
six historic houses in one 
Wabash neighborhood at the 
auction, with plans to rehab 
the exteriors and add curb 
appeal before putting the 
properties back on the mar- 
ket in early 2021, according 
to Marsh Davis, president of 
Indiana Landmarks on Oct. 
5. 

All of the houses are locat- 
edin the East Wabash Histor- 
ic District, a National Reg- 
ister-listed neighborhood 
roughly bounded by Walnut, 
East Market, North Wabash 
and South East streets. The 
properties recently served as 
rental housing, most divided 
into apartments. 

Built from the 1870s to the

1910s, the houses illustrate 
the range of architectural 
styles in the historic district. 

Acquiring the houses and 
rehabbing the exteriors is 
expected to cost $770,000, 
funded by Indiana Land- 
marks, the city of Wabash 
and donations from private 
individuals and organiza- 
tions. 

Keith Gillenwater, presi- 
dent and CEO of Grow Wa- 
bash County, said they were 
“thrilled” to partner with 
these groups to make this 
project possible. 

“We are very lucky that 
we have such a committed 
group of patrons here who 
are willing to step up to save 
these homes and help to re- 
develop our neighborhoods,”

With that in mind, here’s a 
look at who will be on your 
ballot, and how to cast your 
vote. 


School board 


In August, the Wabash 
County Clerk’s Office has 
finalized the list of MSD 
and Manchester Community 
Schools (MCS) boards’ can- 
didates which will be on the 
November general election 
ballot. 

E MSD: One or two from 
the South district may be 
elected. One from Northeast 
and one from the Northwest 
district may be elected for a 
total of three seats. Northeast: 
Christian Rosen and Todd 
Topliff. Topliff is currently 
the board’s secretary. North- 
west: Scott Haupert. 

E MCS: One member is 
elected from each district. 
The districts are Chester 1 
and 2, Pleasant Township and 
the Town of North Manches- 
ter. Chester Township: Antho- 
ny Ayres, Boyd A. Brubaker. 
Pleasant Township: David 
E. Kewish, Brian M. Ramer. 
Town of North Manchester: 
Robert Bucher, Brice Bedke, 
Margaret “Meg” Gardinier, 
Russell “Russ” Reahard and 
Kent Ulrey. Bedke is current- 
ly serving on the board. Most 
recently, Reahard ran unsuc- 
cessfully in the primary elec- 
tion against Craig Snow for 
the Republican Party nomina- 
tion for the State Representa- 
tive District 18 seat currently 
held by the retiring Rep. Da- 
vid Wolkins, R-Warsaw.

COVID-19 outbreak postpones Grant County murder trial 


Court will be in 
recess until at least 
8:30 a.m. Nov. 4

Amanda Dawn Carmack 
won’t appear in court until at 
least Nov. 4 after the court is- 
sued an order Tuesday to post- 
pone the remaining portions of 
the murder trial. 


At least three people in- 
volved in the case contracted 
COVID-19, according to the 
order. Grant County Circuit 
Court Judge Mark Spitzer 
wrote Tuesday that all parties 
involved agreed to postpone 
the proceedings during the ad- 
vised quarantine period. 

Spitzer said an “individual 
associated with the trial’ re- 
ceived notice that they were 
exposed to a COVID-19 pos- 
itive person on Thursday, Oct. 


22. That person was immedi- 
ately excused, according to the 
order. 

The court received testing 
information over the weekend, 
Spitzer says, indicating a posi- 
tive result. 

The court consulted with 
the Grant County Health De- 
partment and Marion General 
Hospital’s Infection Control 
Department officials. The 
county tested everyone in- 
volved with the case, at county 


expense, on Monday, Oct. 26, 
the day the trial was expected 
to resume from weekend re- 
cess. 

The testing found at least 
two other individuals had 
COVID-19. The health offi- 
cials advised the court to follow 
Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention self-quarantine 
guidelines, Spitzer says. 

The trial will be in recess 
until Wednesday, Nov. 4 at 
8:30 a.m. following health rec- 


ommendations. 

Due to privacy laws, Spitzer 
said, in an email to the Chron- 
icle-Tribune, there are confi- 
dentiality limitations regarding 
providing further details to the 
public.

“The locations of the 
scrap-metal sculptures have 
residents and visitors alike 
capturing photos,’ said Mill- 
spaugh.

The estimated budget for the 
purchase and possible reno- 
vation of a house is $300,000. 
The committee has identified 
several residences that could 
house up to 12 women in re- 
covery at any one time. Start- 


up operational expenses are es- 
timated to be $150,000. After 
the first year, the operational 
expenses will be self-sustain- 
ing, because each resident in 
a Hope House pays rent and 
must obtain a job within the 
first month of their stay. 

The miniature Transformers 
will be on display the entire 
month of November. All pro- 
ceeds raised will be given to 
assist with the fundraising ef- 
forts to bring Hope House to 
Wabash County.

Downtown Wabash applies 
for statewide designation 


‘Creative Community 
Pathway’ has 

six steps; Wabash 

is at step three

Downtown Wabash has 
made notable progress in 
the process of receiving a 
statewide designation from 
the Indiana Arts Commis- 
sion, according to Andrea 
Zwiebel, Wabash Market- 
place executive director. 

The Indiana Arts Commis- 
sion announced in early 2020 
that the previous “Cultural 
District Application” was 
morphing into the “Creative 
Community Pathway.’ The 
goal of the program is to rec- 
ognize communities that uti- 
lize arts and culture as a strat- 
egy for growth. Communities 
can receive either “Creative 
Community Designation” or 
“Cultural District Designa- 
tion.” 

The “Pathway” has six 
steps and Wabash is at step 
three. Step One is complet- 
ing a self-assessment to re- 
view the preparedness of the 
community. Step two is writ- 
ing a Letter of Intent to apply 
for the Pathway. The local 
District Committee submit- 
ted an 83-page Letter of In- 
tent in February. The review 
process was delayed due to 
COVID-19, but Wabash was 


invited to step three earlier 
this month. 

Step three features a site 
visit with the Creative Com- 
munity Pathway Support 
Team. The site visit allows 
the Indiana Arts Commission 
to get better acquainted with 
Downtown Wabash. During a 
walking tour led by members 
of the local District Commit- 
tee, the Support Team met 
with local artists, took tours 
arts and cultural venues, and 
enjoyed the events at First 
Friday on Oct. 2. 

The designation process in 
Downtown Wabash is led by 
Wabash Marketplace, along 
with support from the local 
District Committee consist- 
ing of downtown partners. 

The local District Commit-

tee consists of Wabash Coun- 
ty Museum, The Honeywell 
Foundation, a panel of local 
artists, Visit Wabash County, 
Wabash City Schools, the 
city of Wabash, Grow Wa- 
bash County and Wabash 
Marketplace. 

The next steps for Wabash 
include a follow-up conver- 
sation with the Indiana Arts 
Commission, expected to 
take place in the next month.

Parkview Wabash Hospital 
will host a Check-Up Day on 
Saturday, Nov. 7, to enable 
people who need common 
lab tests to obtain them safely 
at reduced cost. 

For the safety of Check- 
Up Day guests and staff, 
precautions will be taken to 
guard against the spread of 
the coronavirus that causes 
COVID-19. These precau- 
tions include appropriate 
spacing and disinfecting 
surfaces between patient ap- 
pointments. In accordance 
with Parkview policy, masks 
must be worn at all times in 
the hospital. 

Center for Healthy Living 
team members will be avail- 
able from 7:30 to 10am. 
Saturday, Nov. 7 in the first- 
floor Classrooms A, B and C 
at Parkview Wabash, 10 John

by phone. Walk-ins cannot be 
accepted for this event. 

Appointment times are 
limited. Call 260-266-6500

Callers should leave 
a message including their 
name and phone number. 
Center for Healthy Living 
office hours are from 8 a.m. 
to 4:30 p.m. Monday through 
Friday. 

The Center for Healthy Liv- 
ing will provide the lab draws 
and pre-registration services. 
Payment must be made in 
advance and by credit card 
only. Individuals calling to 
pre-register will receive a 
reminder call from a Center 
team member, who will col- 
lect the credit card informa- 
tion. On the business day pri- 
or to the selected Check-Up 
Day event, the individual’s 
credit card will be charged 
for the tests they’ve chosen. 

Tests offered are consis- 


tent with those at Check-Up 
Day events last year, and will 
include these single tests: 
hemogram ($10); prostate 
specific antigen, or PSA 
($30), for men over 50; thy- 
roid stimulating hormone, 
or TSH ($30); hemoglobin 
AIC ($20); and vitamin D 
($40). Wellness packages A, 
B, C and D all offer a lipid 
profile and a comprehensive 
metabolic profile. Package A 
is $35. Package B adds a he- 
mogram to the other two tests 
for a cost of $45. Package C 
adds the hemogram plus he- 
moglobin A1C and TSH test 
for a cost of $80. Package D 
is the same as Package C but 
adds the PSA for men and 
costs $105. 

Anyone selecting a well- 
ness package should plan to 
fast 10 to 12 hours before 
the anticipated time of their 
blood draw. During fasting, 
sips of water and regular 
medications are OK.
